Let’s get the town’s 
children reading!

A FEW hours of your time 
- that’s all we’re after - and 
it could make all the differ¬ 
ence to a child’s future. 

So why not help inspire a 
generation by helping them 
learn to read? 

Today, we are launching 
the Let’s Read campaign, 
which aims to recruit vol¬ 
unteers to go into a school 
in the town to listen to chil¬ 
dren read. 

Working with eight 
schools and Haverhill 
Library, the campaign aims 
to partner adult volunteers 
with children in a bid to 
inspire and encourage the 
youngsters in reading, and 
improve their literacy skills. 

Participating schools are 
Burton End Community 
Primary School, Castle 
Manor Academy, Churchill 
Special Free School, 
Clements Community 
Primary School, New 
Cangle Community 
Primary School, Place Farm 
Primary Academy, Samuel 
Ward Academy and 
Westfield Primary 



Academy. 

Andy Prestoe, head of 
school at Samuel Ward, 
said: “I think this is a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity for the 
community to get together 
and support the schools. 

“Reading is vital for every 
aspect of education, and 
encouraging a love of read¬ 
ing is so important. 

“I would encourage every¬ 
body, if they have got the 
time, to sign up and support 
the next generation of read¬ 
ers.” 

Once volunteers have 
been recruited, DBS (for¬ 
mer CRB) checks will need 
to be carried out and par¬ 
ticipants will get the chance 
to choose the school they 
would like to work with. 

The town’s newest school, 
Churchill, which supports 
children with speech, lan¬ 
guage and interaction 
needs, is keen to get volun¬ 
teers on board. 


Georgina Ellis, head of 
school, said: “The pupils 
will benefit greatly from 
some additional support 
with reading. As many of 
our pupils have social com¬ 
munication difficulties, the 
opportunity to work with 
other adults is a huge 
advantage.” 

The scheme, which 
launched in our sister title 
Newmarket News last year, 
attracted more than 50 vol¬ 
unteers across seven 
schools in the town, includ¬ 
ing the college. Volunteers 
spend anything from two 
hours a week at the school.

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Street comes alive with entertainment for annual Haverhill Festival

WEIRD and wonderful street 
performers drew the crowds 
to Haverhill High Street as 
part of the town’s annual 
festival on Saturday. 

Hailed as “Covent Garden, 
minus the exorbitant prices”, 
the wacky event saw 
acrobats, percussionists and 
an Edwardian nanny entertain 
those lining the street - and 
those who had just popped to 
the market for some 
shopping. 

Nick Keeble, arts and leisure 
manager, said: “There were a 
lot of excited crowds and 
there’s been a real mix of 
stuff. 

“We have had hundreds of 
people gathering to watch 
some of the shows - some 
have just been passing by 
doing shopping and taking it 
in - but a lot have been 
sticking around.” 

An eight-foot tall tea lady, a 
troupe of silver skaters and a 
group of art critics were also 
in the town centre, taking 
part in the festivities. 

The free street event, for all 
the family, formed part of the 
Haverhill Festival which runs 
for a month each year. 

This year’s festival closed 
on Sunday with a Last Night 
of the Festival Proms concert, 
at the Old Independent 
Church. 

This year, the event was a 
tribute to former mayor and 
councillor Les Ager, who died 
in 2013.

Council says ‘no’ 
again to plans to 
demolish garages 


PLANS to demolish garages 
across Haverhill to make way 
for new homes have been 
thrown out. 

Five applications in total 
were entered by Havebury 
Housing Partnership earlier 
this year - but after much 
objection from residents and 
councillors alike, some of the 
plans were revised and some 
were withdrawn by Havebury. 

The revised applications, for 
Cambridge Way and Nayland 
Road, were put before St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Development 
Control Committee last week. 

The application for Nayland 
Road was thrown out com¬ 
pletely by the committee and 
plans for Cambridge Way 
have been “minded to refuse”. 

Council officers will now 
research the implication of 
the committee ruling against 
that particular application. 

This will be discussed at the 
next committee meeting. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne, who 
represents Haverhill South, 
and is on the committee, said: 
“We need to find a rational 
reason to refuse an applica-

tion. With Nayland Road, the 
parking was unacceptable, 
and they would have been 
building on green spaces.” 

Scott Bailey, head of devel¬ 
opment for Havebury, said the 
team was “hugely disappoint¬ 
ed” by the committee’s deci¬ 
sion and that all options need 
to be considered before a 
decision is made about “next 
steps”. 

He added: “These proposals 
would have provided an 
opportunity for local people 
to move into modern, energy- 
efficient affordable homes on 
established estates in 
Haverhill and help address 
the high demand for afforda¬ 
ble housing in the area. 

As previously reported, 
plans for Norton Road and 
Orford Road were withdrawn, 
and have not been re-submit- 
ted. 

More than 80 complaints 
were received for those two 
applications alone, from resi¬ 
dents living near to the pro¬ 
posed development site, or 


who rented garages that could 
have been demolished. 

Local people were con¬ 
cerned about losing their 
garage spaces, as well as 
expressing fears about over¬ 
crowding and invasion of pri¬ 
vacy if new homes were built 
too close to their existing 
ones. 

An application for homes on 
Ladygate was also thrown out 
completely. 

Cllr Tony Brown, who repre¬ 
sents Haverhill East, said: “I 
was worried that if it did get 
approved it would set a prec¬ 
edent for all the other estates 
in Haverhill, and their garag¬ 
es.” 

He and Cllr Julian Flood, 
who represents Haverhill 
Cangle, plan to ask Suffolk 
County Council to unlock 
some of the brownfield sites 
they own to be used for afford¬ 
able housing. 

Cllr Flood added: “The most 
impressive thing about the 
meeting was the way our resi¬ 
dents spoke up for themselves 
- people who have never done 
anything like this standing up 
for their homes.”

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‘Menace’ gets 
jail term for 
shoplifting

A SHOPLIFTER, hailed as a “menace” 
by Haverhill’s policing commander, 
has been jailed. 

David Kemp, 34, of Fritton Court, has 
been jailed for 33 weeks after pleading 
guilty to eight counts of shoplifting - 
and a further count of theft. 

Kemp was released on bail on fune 27 
after pleading guilty to six offences of 
shoplifting at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court. 

This was in relation to five offences 
in Haverhilll between May 7 and June 
26, and one offence in Ipswich on April 
7. 

The 34-year-old also indicated a 
guilty plea to a charge of theft of an 
X-Box in Haverhill, on June 14. 

After being released on bail, and 
while awaiting sentence, Kemp was 
re-arrested on July 2 and charged with 
a further offence of shoplifting, on 
June 22, and theft in relation to a char¬ 
ity box which was stolen from a restau¬ 
rant in the town on June 28. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, policing com¬ 
mander for Haverhill, has hailed the 
sentence as a win for the local police 
force, and people.

He said: “I’m delighted that David 
Kemp has received a substantial term 
in prison for these offences. 

“He was a menace to shopkeepers 
and businesses throughout Haverhill 
and was responsible for a long cata¬ 
logue of crimes. 

“We have a small ring of professional 
shoplifters in Haverhill and this sends 
out a strong message to them that if 
caught they will receive a lengthy cus¬ 
todial sentence.” 

Kemp was remanded in custody after 
being re-arrested, and pleaded guilty 
to the further charges at magistrates’ 
court on July 3.

GPs want your 
views over 
merger plans

PATIENTS are being invited 
to take part in a consultation 
over the merger of two sur¬ 
geries. 

Stourview Medical Centre 
and Dr Selby & Partners in 
Haverhill are set to merge and 
create one practice, with a 
new name, by this autumn. 

The plan has been given 
approval, in principle, by 
NHS England - and has been 
hailed as a “positive change” 
for patients, by doctors. 

Dr Neville Selby, partner, 
said: “I can understand that 
some Stourview Medical 
Centre patients may have 
concerns about the move, 
however, I can assure them 
the merger will be good for 
healthcare provision in the 
town. 

“By giving their views on the 
move, we can address any 
issues patients may have so

that the transition is straight¬ 
forward and hassle free.” 

Dr Bamidele Sule is current¬ 
ly the only GP partner at 
Stourview. To continue with 
his patient list on his own is 
“not sustainable”, he said. 

Combining the practices 
will see an increased range of 
health services, more GP 


choice and improved conti¬ 
nuity of care. 

“By merging with Dr Selby & 
Partners I will be able to con¬ 
tinue to practice in Haverhill,” 
he said. 

“To replace my previous GP 
partner will take up to one 
year, due to national ongoing 
GP recruitment issues within 
the NHS, and it is not sustain¬ 
able for me to continue as one 
GP with a list of 4,000 
patients.” 

The consultation will run 
from July 14 until August 31 
and patients are being 
encouraged to share their 
views and contact their prac¬ 
tice manager with any con¬ 
cerns. 

Patients can collect a ques¬ 
tionnaire from either surgery, 
or visit christmasmaltings. 
co.uk or stourviewmedical. 
com to take part. 

The results of the consulta¬ 
tion will be assessed inde¬ 
pendently. 


Man, 42, jailed for attack in pub 


A DRUNK man, who gave 
another man a brain haemor¬ 
rhage with one punch, has 
been jailed for 16 months. 

Andrew Jenkins, 42, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of unlawful 
wounding and was sentenced 
on Monday at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

Jenkins, of Bute Court, 
Haverhill, was drinking in the 
Suffolk Punch pub, Leiston 
Road, on April 6 this year. 

He attacked Robert 
Darlington in the early hours 
of the morning leaving him 
with a fractured skull, broken 
nose, temporary hearing 
problems - and a brain haem¬ 


orrhage which required eight 
days of hospitalization. 

Mr Darlington visited the 
pub with his wife on the way 
home from a family barbe¬ 
cue. 

Raj Joshi, prosecuting, said 
that the injuries meant Mr 
Darlington was still not 
allowed to drive, and is nerv¬ 
ous about going out. 

A statement from him said: 
“I have been left with not only 
physical scars but also emo¬ 
tional scars.” 

Rebecca Wastall, mitigat¬ 
ing, told the court that 
Jenkins had no previous con¬ 
victions, and lashed out at his 


victim after misinterpreting 
what he thought were “funny 
looks”. 

He was “paranoid” from 
drinking and had consumed 
eight pints of beer. 

She said: “He is absolutely 
appalled with himself that 
the outcome of a single blow 
has had the outcome that it 
has.” 

Judge Rupert Overbury also 
ordered Jenkins, a working 
father-of-two, to pay £2,000 
compensation to Mr 
Darlington. 

Judge Overbury said: 
“People who cause serious 
injuries have to go to prison.”

Physio services 
clinic launched 


AN OUTREACH clinic for 
physiotherapy services has 
been launched in Haverhill.

The paediatric clinics will 
provide treatment for patients 
under 16 with a wide range of 
musculoskeletal conditions 
such as Erb’s palsy, foot 
deformities, torticollis and 
plagiocephaly. 

Patients attending the res¬ 
piratory clinics can be treated 
for illnesses including asth¬ 
ma, COPD and recurring 
chest infections. 

Helen Stewart, respiratory 
physiotherapist, said: “Our 
main aim is to educate our 
patients so that they can learn 
to manage their condition 
more effectively, in turn 
increasing their independ¬ 
ence. 

“We are committed to mak¬ 
ing it as easy as possible for 
people to access the specialist 
care we provide, and are real¬ 
ly pleased that these clinics 
will reduce the distance 


patients need to travel while 
bringing services closer to 
home.” 

As previously reported, 
Haverhill is in line to get a 
range of outreach services in 
a bid to improve health provi¬ 
sion in the town.

First novel in her 80s... it’s a 
life less ordinary for Sheila 



They say life begins at 40. But for Sheila Belbin, who has 
remarried and published her first novel in her 80s, it seems 
that life begins rather later. Emma Higginbotham meets her 


ANYONE who dismisses the elderly as weak or 
past their best should have a cup of tea with 
Sheila Belbin. She may be petite and softly 
spoken, but don’t be fooled: at nearly 86, Sheila 
has the verve and ambition of somebody half her 
age. 

For a start she’s found love again - Sheila met 
Meredith Belbin in her late 70s, and they’re soon to 
celebrate their sixth wedding anniversary. Then 
there’s the new career: for decades a successful 
lawyer, Sheila is now a novelist - her Second World 
War romantic thriller Beloved Enemy is out in 
paperback, and a fat screenplay sits on the coffee 
table between us in her Barton home. 

Did she ever think published author with film in 
pipeline? “No I certainly didn’t!” she laughs. “I still 
call that film ‘Cloud Cuckoo Land’, but of course 
I’m very pleased. There are inevitable problems as 
one grows older, but since my book has been 
published, life has been emotionally exhausting - 
but very exciting.” 

Yet there is a sombre twist to the tale: the book 
may never have come about had Sheila not spent 
two harrowing years caring for her heavily- 
drinking ex-husband, who’d come back to live with 
her at the end of his life. 

Born in Birmingham in 1928, only-child Sheila 
had to fend for herself from an early age. Just nine 
when her father died suddenly of a heart attack, 
she found herself living alone in digs when her 
mother took a job in a mental health unit. 
Eventually she was given a room in the hospital, 
“but it was very frightening for a child,” she recalls. 
“Unfortunately I had to come through the wards to 
get to the room, and saw all these people... For 
someone very young it was very traumatic. I hated 
it, and used to rush through.” 

Eventually she was given a room sharing with her 
mother, “and my memories of that, again, are not 
delightful: it overlooked the mortuary. When I was 
upstairs doing my homework, I’d look out of the 
window and there they are, taking the bodies in. 


Not nice!” 

Fortunately her mother found a new job in 
London, but while she busied herself with work, 
Sheila was increasingly left to her own devices. “I 
learned to take care of myself,” she says. “I 
remember I travelled around all over the place 
looking for a suitable school on my own. My 
mother couldn’t take the time really, or didn’t want 
to. I must’ve been 13, and I visited many schools, 
finally ending up at Finchley County Grammar 
School. I remember the headmaster saying 
‘Haven’t you got anyone you can bring to the 
interview?’ And I said ‘No, I do all this myself. I 
have to’. I was probably headmaster’s pet from 
then on.” 

After school, Sheila’s mother couldn’t afford to 
send her to university, so she took a part-time 
course at a London polytechnic studying social 
philosophy, psychology and economics. She 
excelled, passing a law module with a score of 98 
per cent - the highest the polytechnic had ever had 
- “so I thought ‘Well I must be fairly good at that!”’ 

Deciding to go to law school, Sheila found herself 
one of only a handful of women - and it was 
thanks to one of them that she met her future 
husband, Tony Munds. 

“She had a party and invited all us girls along, 
and Tony was there. We neither of us liked cocktail 
parties very much, we were bored stiff, and that’s 
when he made straight for me. We talked and never 
stopped talking.” 

Meanwhile, Sheila began working in various law 
practices, where it was unusual to be a lady. “Very 
unusual! I think there were about seven per cent of 
women who qualified,” she says. “I ultimately had 
my own practice, and I was supposed to be one of 
about three per cent of women who did.” 

She loved her career, and has particularly fond 
memories of working for a large criminal law 
practice: “They acted for all the well-known 
criminals: some of the train robbers, and 
Richardson, the torturer. There were some strange

characters, so it was very colourful all round. 

“But I think the people I met in the East End 
were the loveliest,” she adds. “There was one 
old stick who the receptionists used to be 
afraid of because she looked like a witch: at a 
time when women wore short skirts, she had 
a great long black skirt down to the floor and 
a black hat. 

“I was assigned to act for this old dear, and 
she came to see me one day with a whole pile 
of rent books, and said: ‘I want you to make 
my will. I own all these properties’ - it was a 
couple of streets in 
Walthamstow, if not more - 
and she said ‘Dear, I want to 
leave my properties to my 
tenants, and I don’t want them 
to know. What a lovely 
surprise they’ll all have one 
day’. 

“When I left the firm she 
hadn’t died, but I assume that 
will was carried out. So that 
was nice. I also had some 
pretty frightening clients, 
pretty awful - but that’s how it 
was.” 

Sheila married Tony at 33, 
and set up her own practice 
when she was nearly 40, but 
never had children: “I 
probably couldn’t have had 
them,” she says. “I had 
endometriosis, which is quite 
common, but in those days they didn’t 
know how to deal with it, and it often 
prevented women from having children.” Was 
she disappointed? “Yes and no. Tony didn’t 
want children anyway; he always wanted a 
career woman. I was his third wife, and he 
used to say it was his best marriage. 

“But we divorced after about 16 years. He 
met another woman. And life being what it is, 
she’s now a personal friend,” says Sheila with 
a smile. At the time, though, she was 
devastated: “Oh of course! I didn’t want it to 
happen. I thought perhaps I’d concentrated 
too much on my work.” 

After a long and successful career, Sheila 
officially retired at 68, although she 
continued to draw up wills. She and Tony 
remained friends and, at the end of his life, he 
came back to live with her “purely a friend. I 
had a large flat and he had his own room. But 
he drank himself to death. I always feel 
disloyal to him if I say very much about it, 
because the last two years of his life just were 
not him. 

“For the last two years he drank nothing but 
wine. No tea, no coffee, no water - nothing 
but wine, from the time he woke up in the 
morning to the time he went to bed. Once I 
had to get the ambulance out 23 times in a 
month.” 

Yet one positive that came out of the sad 
situation was that Sheila began to write a 
novel. “I started then because I had the 
chance,” she shrugs. “He wanted to go to bed 
at 5 o’clock, so I could have just watched the 
television, but I thought ‘Well, this is my 
opportunity to write this book. I’ve got plenty 
of time’. I was always a night owl, and didn’t 
mind sitting up late writing it.” 

Happily the words flowed, “because I knew 


what I wanted to write. I never sat sucking a 
pencil, or looking at a blank sheet. I used to 
plan it as I walked along the road.” 

Beloved Enemy tells the tale of Allison Grant, 
a young Anglo-German woman recruited to 
spy on a German colonel. Inevitably she falls 
in love with him, but is torn between her 
happiness and doing her duty - a duty that 
takes a sinister turn. 

The story was inspired by Sheila’s Franco- 
German friend Colette, who lived throughout 
the war in German-occupied Alsace- 

Lorraine. Her family often had 
German soldiers billeted on 
them, including an officer who 
was in charge of the cattle trucks 
that transported the Jews to a 
nearby concentration camp, 

“and she remembers this man 
just bursting into tears at their 
table, saying he couldn’t go on 
with it any more. He was recalled 
to Berlin, and they never heard of 
him again. 

“So my aim through the book 
really was to show that there is 
good and bad in all races. History 
is always written by the victors, 
and they don’t always get it quite 
accurate.” 

Tony eventually died in hospital 
in 2006, “and a couple of months 
later I met Meredith.” It was a 
chance meeting, but Sheila knew 
“pretty soon” that Meredith was 
the one for her. “I’d always said I’d never marry 
again, but we were at Meredith’s solicitors - 
Meredith was instructing on his will - and the 
solicitor said ‘Will you be getting married?’ 
And Meredith said ‘Yes, if she’ll have me’. He’d 
never said anything to me about it! And I said 
‘Yes of course, if that’s what you want...’” 

With her life once more a social whirl, Sheila 
all but forgot about the book. “It just went 
dormant,” she says. “I did write to two agents 
and had very nice letters in return, but they 
didn’t think it was their genre, so I just put it to 
one side.” But reading an article in Good 
Housekeeping was to change everything. “It 
was about a woman who’d had her book 
published in the States, and I thought ‘Why 
don’t I try these people?”' 

‘These people’ turned out to be Authorhouse, 
who were so delighted with how well the book 
was received that they’ve had it adapted into a 
screenplay. Does she think it would make a 
good film? “Well I don’t go to modern films, 
but I hear that’s the sort of thing they do,” 
smiles Sheila. 

“So we just have to keep our fingers crossed: 
it goes into a bank in Hollywood, and when a 
filmmaker wants to make a film, they go along 
to the bank and see what sort of film they 
would like to make. 

“The trouble is, of course, it takes about two 
years to make a film,” she adds, laughing. “So I 
said ‘Well, it may be after my demise by the 
time they get round to it!”’ 

I suspect that the indomitable Mrs Belbin 
will be around for rather longer than that...

Miranda Richardson is in it, and some 
others who I won't reveal." 

Hynde might play the misanthrope, 
but you'd be hard pushed to find a more 
entertaining person to hang out with. 

It's clearly what drew the producer of her 
forthcoming album, Stockholm, to work 
with her. The producer in question is Bjorn 
Yttling, formerly of Peter, Bjorn And John, 
best known for their whistling ditty Young 
Folks, soundtrack of a million TV adverts. 

"I didn't know who he was," says Hynde. 
"I'd flown to Stockholm to work with 
him three or four times before the penny 
dropped and I said, 'Oh, you're the guys 
from the Homebase ad'." 

In The Pretenders - the band she formed 
in 1978 after drifting in and out of several 
punk bands - Hynde wrote all the songs. 
Despite releasing nine albums together, 
the most recent being 2008's Break Up 
The Concrete, Hynde's debut solo album 
is actually her most collaborative yet (and 
there's a grimace when the term 'solo 
album' is mentioned). 

"It's a goddam awful phrase," she spits. 

"I never wanted to be solo, and I said a 
thousand times I never would, so it gives 
me a cold chill to see my name out there 
on its own. 

"This wasn't for something for the 
public to know, but now it's happened I 
have to explain myself... I like being in the 
background, I'm not the show-off that you 
think I'm going to be,” she says, letting her 
guard down for a second. "I like getting 
on stage with the band, but that's as far 
as it goes. It's squirm-making, and I don't 
think of myself as a singer-songwriter. I 
offer what I can do, which is to sing and 
play guitar, and then the band make me 
look good." 

Each of the songs on the album was 
co-written with Yttling, which was a 


new way of working for Hynde. The next 
'big name' on the record is even bigger: 
Neil Young. He's another good friend of 
Hynde's, one of the many iconic musicians 
she's supported on tour over the years and 
subsequently become pals with. 

"We had this song on the album [Down 
The Wrong Way] I kept referring to as 
the Neil Young song, because of the 
chord progression. It sounded so like Neil 
Young," she says, explaining how this 
collaboration came about. "By the time we 
were recording it, I'd grown to really like 
messing with Bjorn, so I thought I'd just 
ring Neil and ask if he'd play on it. I know 
him, but it's not something I'd normally do. 
You know, you don't call God and ask him 
for a favour." 

The mercurial Young agreed, and before 
long, he was in a London recording studio 
performing his first-ever guest spot on 
another artist's album. "It couldn't be 
anyone else playing," says Hynde, still 
finding it hard to believe he said yes. "He 
really does sound like the best of Neil in 
the solo he plays, it's amazing." 

Hynde will be performing at Latitude, 
alongside the likes of Cambridge's very 
own Clean Bandit, Haim, Damon Albarn 
and The Black Keys. 

"I won't be playing any of the old 
Pretenders songs," she asserts. "I can 
understand why there are acts out there 
playing all their old music, but it doesn't 
turn me on, not at all. If you're not making 
records that people want to buy any more, 
or that even speak for themselves, then 
play the hits. 

"I'd rather do something that feels right, 
right now. Playing old hits isn't that much 
fun, unless you haven't done anything for 
the last 35 years," Hynde concludes. "For 
me, I've done a lot in the last 35 years, and 
having fun is everything." 


WE’RE readying ourselves for East Anglia’s 
artiest music, literary and comedy festival, 
Latitude, and guess who they’ve bagged to 
perform? Only Chrissie Hynde! 

" Don't let this exotic Ohio accent fool 
you, I've lived in the UK for 40 years," says 
Chrissie by way of introduction. 

Despite her time in Britain - she moved 
here in 1973 after becoming obsessed 
with the idea of working for music 
magazine NME, which she later did - her 
American accent is still relatively strong, 
but underneath that, there's a sarcasm and 
bite that could only be from British shores. 

"You think I'm cynical?" she asks. 

"Oscar Wilde said the cynic knows the 
price of everything and the value of 
nothing. I don't know if that's true about 
me. But don't get me wrong, I hate 
everything, so if that makes me a cynic, 
so be it." 

She goes on to detail a normal day in 
her life. "You want to know about the 
lifestyle of the rich and famous,” she says, 
mockingly. "Well, where do I start?" 

It turns out Hynde spends a lot of her 
time at the cinema, "normally on my own 
so I can leave if I'm not enjoying the film 
and not have an argument”. She also dines 
in her favourite restaurants, again, on her 
own, so she can read while she eats. "I'm 
in a book group too, because I like talking 
about books." 

An image springs to mind: Hynde, in 
customary skin-tight black jeans and vest, 
jet-black feather cut almost unchanged 
since the 70s, sitting with a group of 
middle-aged mums discussing 50 Shades 
Of Grey or the latest Jilly Cooper, all 
blissfully unaware who the lady with the 
exotic Ohio accent in the corner is. 

"No, it's nothing like that," the singer 
says, herself amused by the idea. "I'm the 
least famous person in my book group.
